Instead of re- 
turning the other prisoners and re- 
porting the loss, he is said to have 
taken off his: revolver and belt, and 
throwing, them on the ground, turn- 
ed.to; the .four, other prisoners and 
said: "You fellows may as well go, 
too. I can see my finish for one get- 
ting away," Ho then attempted to 
leave the yard by the 
malu gate, 


giving the name of one of the liber- 
ty parly.- He got the wrong name, 
and lie was sent back to the ship. 


Four of the prisoners voluntarily 


returned1 to the next nearest sentry 
but one made a break for liherty and 


he was after a little while captur- 
ed hiding in 'the cellar of the dispen- 
sary. 


As soon as the prisoners returned 


a marine guard was sent out.looking 
for the escaped : prisoners, and while 
the yard, and Kittery'was searched, 
no trace was found of the man, and 
it is-thought he got off the yard. 


Tne workman's train 
and their 


boats were Inspected, and icverybody 
.leaving the yard had to give an ac- 
count of themselves.

and Secretary - Charles 
Richardson, 


followed the Jlans Efiede into tho 
harbor with American flags 
flutter- 


ing proudly from her mast peaks. 


The 
Danish and 
American flags j 


fluttered from every peak. The pier.'ij 
and housetops were black with ex-1 
cited, thoutiiiB masses of humanity j 
and flags were stung from window 
•io window. 


In response to the 
enthusiastic 


greeting Dr. Cook stood, upoir the 
bridge o f " tho 
Egede waving 
his 


hand. His slender figure was easily 
recognized and 
the 
enthusiasm 


broke oui afresh. 


The steamer Mclcbior hearing the 


members of ihe Hoyal Geopraphical 
party, of which Dr. Cook is 
the 


official guest, met the Hans Egede 
S3 miles outside the harbor and fol- 
lowed the vessel In with the Fe- 
dora. 


The festivities which commenced 


upon his arrival will be continuous 


Secretary Meyer proposes personal-

naval buses must be dealt with

some purl by Congress. It Involves 
the ohl controversy over ruivy yards. 
But by thu time tho naval commit- 
tees of Senate and House are ready to 
bear Secretary Meyer at the next ses- 
sion of Congress he will have somo 
pertinent Information to present, re- 
garding navy yard 
appropriations. 


Final recommendations may not be 
formulated In time for tho coming ses- 
sion. 


• "Mr. Meyer Intends, however, 
to 


give tho matter more comprehensive- 
consideration than it has ever before 
had. 
He believes n joint army and 


navy board must take up an inquiry 
Into navy yards and determine which 
shall he retained nnd which shall be 
abandoned. 


"One of the flrKl acts of his admin- 


istration was to rescind ah order of

"My feelings'; Well 1 was loo tired 


to feel any sensation. 
I planted the 


Stars and Stripes in Ihe ice-field and 
my heart grew warm when I saw it 
wave in the wind." 


"How.does the North Pole look?" he 


was asked. 


"Well," said Cook, smiling, "It 


amounts to the size of a 25rcent piece. 
There is nolliing to see hut ice, ice, 
ice; no water, only Ice.

gree, which shows there is more move 
and drift here; but tills and other ot>- 
sertatidns 1. made afterwards—wh'jn 
I got more settled.

We had only taken 


a hundred bullets to the Pole, and 
now only fifteen were left.

Held Up For Two Months 


"Now we spent day and night In an 


open boat ten miles from shore. This 
lasted for two mouths, while storms 
often raged over our beads.

wo gol ashore again, but we had no 
fuel and were obliged to eat birds 
raw. 
Next day we found fuel, and 


what a least we had. But we suffered 
much hunger during tills period. One 
night a bear camo and slolo our food.
